Still Has Bugs 
After 8 Months 


DETROIT — (ZP)—Eight m onths 
after the start of production, the 
A rm y’s new M-47 m edium tank 
has yet to pass inspection. 
Col. G lenn C. W ilhide, com m an­ 
der of the D etroit arsenal, dis­ 
closed this elem ent in the defense 
production bottleneck. 
A “bug” in the 45-ton M-47’s 
tu rret control system is the cause 
of the delay, Col. W ilhide said. 
Until this is corrected, the Arm y 
w on’t approve the tank for use 
in battle. 
There is a hitch in the 
tu rret m echanism . 
The first M-47, replacing the 
reportedly outmoded M-46 in use 
in Korea, was assem bled here last 
May. 
Col. W ilhide conceded that 
it was “rushed into production” 
w ithout a pilot model. 
He said 
this was a “calculated risk.” 
R egular practice is to m ake a 
pilot m odel which is tested 
for 
deficiencies 
before

starts. 
However, Col. W ilhide said that 
25 M-47s are soon to be tested in 
C alifornia and the tu rre t prob­ 
lem m ay be solved “any day now.”

Wanted: A Clean-Up 
Of Corruption 
P 
RESIDENT TRUMAN’S plan for reor­ 
ganizing the Internal Revenue Bureau 
is understandably drawing a skeptical re­ 
sponse from congressmen. 
He is now reaping the reward of too 
long refusal to acknowledge widespread 
corruption within his administration. 
For 
months he either laughed off 
the 
well­ 
founded charges or sought to dismiss them 
as nothing more than cheap political at­ 
tacks upon him. 
At a recent news conference, 
he set a 
new low in insincerity, not 
to 
mention 
presidential manners. In defiance of the 
fact that congressional inquiries and press 
sleuthing had unearthed 
much 
shocking 
Information, the president baldly claimed 
full credit for taking the initiative against 
government wrongdoers. 
He lashed 
out 
crudely at the press for daring to contend 
otherwise. 
Earlier 
in 
the 
tax scandal story, Mr. 
Truman was doubtful that it would do any 
good to take the revenue bureau out of 
politics. He took an attitude which suggest­ 
ed th# proponents of this 
scheme 
were 
am ateurs in statecraft. 
He 
is 
now recommending that very 
course. He would abolish the 64 politically 
named district revenue collectors and es­ 
tablish 25 new divisions, all under civil 
service. Only the top bureau commission­ 
er would be appointed by the president 
He also 
would boost bureau salaries to 
lessen the tem ptation to seek supplement­ 
ary income outside. 
The Hoover Commission on government 
reorganization proposed a roughly similar 
plan m ore than two years ago. This group 
hardly can be classified as amateur. Mr. 
Truman has acted, however, as if he never 
heard of the Hoover Commission and were 
generating these ideas on his own. 
So congressional doubts are to be ex­ 
pected. But Congress nevertheless should 
examine the detailed proposals 
carefully 
and reject them only if they are genuinely 
unwise. And if it does spurn them, it ought 
to 
substitute 
reorganization plans of its 
own. The need is fundamental. 
To ignore the need on the ground simply 
that the President’s plan is no good would 
be to suggest that the lawmakers see po­ 
litical advantage in keeping the situation 
bad until after election. Such irresponsi­ 
bility m ight backfire. 
There is one other vital aspect to this 
presidential move. 
Moderning the struc­ 
ture of the revenue bureau is no substitute 
for cleaning it out, and it would be a grave 
mistake for Mr. Truman to assume other­ 
wise. 
The m ajor problem of weeding out the 
morally unfit and exacting a higher stan­ 
dard of perform ance 
from 
government 
workers is still unsolved. 
Commissioner 
Dunlap is vigorously combing the revenue 
bureau and dismissals continue to mount. 
But there is a serious question whether 
confidence can be restored in the integrity 
of governm ent by the limited tactic of fed­ 
eral agencies policing themselves. 
What 
is 
called for is an independent 
commission of high-minded, 
disinterested 
public men, with a free hand to probe any­ 
where and everywhere in search of wrong­ 
doing. For a time it seemed Mr. Truman 
was on the varge of taking this step. 
He 
must have had second thoughts and decid­ 
ed he could get by without it. 
But if he does n<* attack the problem 
w*th the boldness and courage it demands, 
the public may give him some dismal third 
thoughts.

conditions and living standards never m a­ 
terialized—if anything, they deteriorated. 
The result has been a wave of job-quitting 
and absenteeism, and coal production has 
suffered alarmingly. 
The American miners, by contrast, work 
for free enterprises. There has been many 
a bitter battle between labor and manage­ 
ment but, regardless of that, the economic 
condition of the miners is infinitely super­ 
ior to their equivalents in Britain or any 
other country. Our 400,000 soft coal miners 
average some $2.25 an hour. 
Their base 
scale is about $16 a day. And, in addition, 
the American m iner is the beneficiary of 
liberal health and w elfare plans, a gener­ 
ous annuity system, and has paid vaca­ 
tions. 
The record shows beyond argument that 
in Socialist and Communist countries the 
w orker always takes a beating. Only in a 
free economy is labor strong and well paid.

The Doctor Says ... 
Diet, Poor Training, Neglect 
— 
All May Cause Constipation

“We have a major problem in our house­ 
hold,” writes a reader. “Namely, constipa­ 
tion. Both father and son have this trouble, 
and the son was born with it. Is constipa­ 
tion inherited?” 
True constipation is not as common as 
most people think, and it is often confused 
with spastic colon, which has frequently 
been discussed in this column. 
It seems safe to say that it is not inherit­ 
ed, although there is an unusual condition 
known as H irschsprung’s disease in which 
the lower bowel is exceptionally large at 
birth and produces a most peculiar form of 
constipation. 
Failure 
to 
set aside a regular time of 
day for a bowel movement is the cause of 
much trouble. 
Poor diet, of course, can and often does 
cause constipation. Too many people gulp 
their food down without allowing enough 
Erne for their meals. 
Some foods are so highly refined that 
they do not contain the bulk necessary ai 
Urn es. 
Prwh traits acid vegetables make up an 


insufficient part of the diet. 
These foods not only supply a large part 
of the bulk in the diet but also aid in peris­ 
talsis or the wave-like movements of the 
intestine which carry the contents 
down 
through the intestinal tract. 
USE LAXATIVES WITH CARE 
Abuse in the use of laxatives or cathar­ 
tics is another great cause of constipation. 
The mistaken idea is common that if a per­ 
son cleans himself out once a week with a 
strong purge it will be good. This disturbs 
the normal rhythm of bowel evacuation. 
Treatm ent of simple constipation, unless 
the trouble has begun in childhood or has 
lasted for a very long time, is usually satis- 
factoiy. 
The underlying cause, 
whether 
diet, neglect or abuse of laxatives first has 
to be corrected. 
Establishing 
good 
habits by having a 
movement at a particular time of day and 
yielding to the urge when it comes are ex­ 
trem ely important. Exercise likewise helps 
to overcome constipation. 
But in the little boy mentioned by the 
correspondent good individual medical ad­ 
vice would atom to ba desirabla. 


Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The same dangerous 
mine conditions which killed 119 miners at 
West Frankfort, 111., also exist at Orient 
No. 3 mine 20 miles away, according 
to 
miners who work there. Both mines are 
owned by the same company. 
It was a combination of escaping gases 
and explosive coal dust that blew up Orient 
No. 2 and a United Mine Workers safety 
committee has protested that Orient No. 3 
at Waltonville, 111., also could become a 
death trap and has warned that it should 
be shut down. 
The 
safety 
inspectors found tunnels 
heavy with coal dust that had not been 
mixed with rock dust, though a 65 per cent 
mixture of rock dust is considered neces­ 
sary to make the coal dust non-explosive. 
A 6- to 24-inch layer of coal dust was also 
discovered under the conveyer belts. 
In 
addition, no escapeway had been installed 
in the rear of the mine. 
Despite all this, Illinois mine inspectors 
had already given Orient No. 3 a safe-to- 
operate permit. 
While the federal government lacks the 
power to enforce its safety findings, John 
L. Lewis has the power, upder his con­ 
tract, to order men out of an unsafe mine. 
He is waiting to learn the outcome of a 
federal inspection before deciding what to 
do. Meanwhile miners say they have so 
many Christmas bills to pay they are will­ 
ing to gamble their lives by continuing at 
Orient No. 3. 
AVAILABLE IKE

Power With Word*

TO DRAG RED HERRINGS 
There has been much use of the expres­ 
sion “red herrings” in the past few years, 
and possibly there are many who don’t un­ 
derstand clearly what it is all about. 
Red 
herring, 
in fact, is nothing more 
than herring that has been cured or dried 
by smoke. In this method of curing, the 
flesh of the fish takes on a reddish hue, 
but the meat is not affected as to quality 
and it may be preserved for a long period 
before being eaten. The dried fish has a 
strong odor, however, 
and dog trainers 
have known for centuries that, when trail­ 
ed along the ground, it left a persistent 
odor, very useful in training a dog to fol­ 
low’ a scent. 
As long as three hundred 
years ago, a trainer suggested that if a dog 
could not be trained to follow the trail left 
by a dead fox or cat dragged along, 
it 
might be well to use a red herring, which, 
having a powerful odor, could not fail. 
But 
things 
useful 
for good purposes 
sometimes serve just as well for bad pur­ 
poses. A dog that gets a good whiff of red 
herring will lose any other scent that it 
may have been following—a fact that has 
been used by criminals who 
have 
been 
chafed by bloodhounds. 
So when our small son, or a politician, 
tries to divert our attention from the pink 
stickiness on his cheek, or a swollen bank 
account, by showing us the daub of jam 
on the cat’s back, or some fault committed 
by another fellow, w’e can feel quite cer­ 
tain that he is figuratively “dragging a red 
herring over the trail.” and trying to get 
us to turn our suspicions in another direc­ 
tion.

the window facing the front yard, 
the nook is of a convenient size
